tnto his Difciples, when he came amoneft them,

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hath not flea and blood nor bones, as 1 have: Bi ’ 
this he himfelf hath caught us, that a Spiric haghe 
no true body that can be touched ; nor bonegho!

But of this we haya 
briefly fpoken enough ; Bucto returnto thh 
earthly Pigmies or halfe-men, we are to knoyg 
that thefe are nor tobe reputed Spirits, bur ligel 
to Spirits ; bur if chey are or fhall be callefone 
Spirits, hey ought to be called earthly Spirinhy 
becaufe they have their Chaos and habitation um 
der the earth, and nor in the winde and Airell

Many terrene earthly Spirits are found , feen 
and heard to bein fuch places, wherein greland 
treafures, and mighty ftore of wealth and Richeitha 
are hid; and alfo under chofe Mountains, whenhen 
there is plenty of Gold and Silver; with whid 
things they are delighted, and do take the catilyR 
and cuftody thereof,and not wiliingly do the 
part from it, 

Such as digge Metals have the beft knowledgthis, 
of thefe Spirits, for they are moft troubled withay 
them,and do vexe them, and much_ perfecuttwit 
them with blowes and f{tripes: fomeimes <alliite 
they do afford benefits unto them, admonifhingthe 
them,and warning them of dearh : as when the

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- BL Thefe Spirics are worft againit thofe who de 
hadnor appear to be Devils , and chiefly ayainit 
nethofe which they hare: bur between thefe Spirits 
owandthe Devil, there 1s agreat difference ; bie 
hayanle he dyeth noc , bur thefe perifh afer they 
have lived a long life, ocherwile they might !pe 
called Spirics for this reafon:bur chat which haat 
lieth and blood , is obnoxious to death, and 
ledonght once ro die. There is another thing wh ich 
ritwe fhall more largely declare from the. com- 
ummon proverb , whereby itis reported chat whe 
ineDevil aboundeth in Riches , and pofleffech mich 
wealth, money, gold,and filver; and co have. all 
treafures hidden in the earth under his power, 
reiland co give ont of them what he will, co. them 
chelthat make any. Covenant withhim, And from 
hence that common faying tooke its beginning, 
hidithar che Devil for this very caufe giveth not One- 
cally Riches plentifully, and every thing chat he de- 
rheffireth, gold or filver to any one that prefcriberh 
. fhimfelf unto him,8c giveth up himfelf folely co be 
dgjhis,fo as to renounce and forget his Creator.But I 
vitilay thar all chefe chings are lyes and fained fables, 
without any foundation ot ground; which ought 
alitto be rejeSed of every difcreet and wife man:For 
hinathe devil is the poorelt of all creatures, fo that 
heithere is no creature fo miferable & poore, above 
ower under the earth,or in all the other Elements, 
eatiNeither hath he any. money,nor Riches, nor any 
ce/power over them;how then canhe give co rhis or 
umthat perfon,thar which he pofleffgth not ? Bur he 
ets infinitely skilful and cunning inArts; and hath 
inpower. to give andro teach tyem to thole he 
oe - a fayor- 
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favoreth, and thac he can wreft away and delyj 
with his deceit: he hath no money, neither goland 


many of them have been found and heard qthat 
mongit men, but now they ceafe; bur no m4 
hitherro hath known, or could give a reafon qt0t

any hard labours for them, 
Others believe that they will not be feen by 
y hs, becaufe that when a man feeth them, he cry- 
yiheeth ou ; fo chac they vanifh away, and will not 
syappear any more. 
Many that do fee or hear thele Spirics, fuppofe 
hat they are the Spirits and foules of men that 
neftave come to an evil death, fo that they have ei- 
antes defperately drowned or hanged themfélves, 
or killed chemfelves fome other wayes ; and des 
parting from God their Saviour, have given 
ithemfelyes to the devil : and for chat caufe, do 
wander about,and are referved by the devil unto 
Itheday of the laft Judgement. |

of whom God Almighty admonithech us in th pt 
Commandment of the firtt Table, faying , thi 
we fhall noc have any other Gods but him > Ne 
ther inthewaters (“where the J 
derftood)): nor under the Earch , ( by which |p! 
meanethiSyiphes or Pygmies) For the Lord of 
God.is a JealousGod , and‘forfuch an offendtvet 
punifheth the fins of che Fathers uponthe Chile: 
dren unto the third and fourth generation, fl 
The Mountain: of Vena: in Taly , was moyqporit 
poflefled with chefe Spirits: for Venus her felf wawne 
2 Nymphyand that Mountain was by a compat 
fon as het ‘Kingdome and Payadice > But theif 
dead, whereby her Kingdome.ceaféth to be « bile 
where or in w i 
heard to bem 
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ergnd hated chem chat hated them:wherefore they 
ceijave Arcs and Riches in abundance, to them

‘aljod chey know both. our minds and thoughts, 
dyphereby ic comes to pafs, that they are eafily 
thymoved by us to come tous, Ido not fay this, 
sept I would give this Counfel to any one, bur 
n qhatthe true ground and foundation thereof 
feqmight be known, andtherrue difference which

fithe devil hath not any body, unlefs he take any 
akathing to himielf from the four Elements ; for he 
chqnath neither fleth nor blood: he remaineth per-

yacath ; wherefore he dieth nor, bucthe Pygmies 

ado :neverthelefs they are borh fubje& to a na- 
araland everlatiing death, and are both de- 
sptived of everlatting life : wherefore whofoever 
giveth or Sub{cribeth himfelf unto them, the fame 
gevent happenerh unto him as'to them: Let every 
ijone therefore have a fpecial care unro himfelf, 
tnd confider well what he doth, before he fub- 
yctibeth himfelf: for he fuddenly doth that 
hereby he fhali alwayes be compelled to be 
jodedient unto them, andto fulfill all their com- 
mands; And if he fhall chance to be difobedi- 
gent unto them, or aneer them, they very much 
ionMpaire,or totally deftroy and take away his life: 
meenere have been found many examples of this

But thele opinions do not proceed from qbitc 
founraine of cruth : forthe office of the Dee 
conraineth no {uch thing it his power, but han 
ther he fuggefteth unto men, evil thoughts ayfhue: 
Cogitations, whereby he draweth them aw, 
from obeying the will and commandments @ 
God; by which means he maketh chem to be thi 
greaceft {inners , and roforger and deny Gofhec 
their Creator : and afterwards draweth theqnd’ 
into defpaire, fo thar they cannot any more pile 
able to pray unto God : wherefore the Elemente | 
tary Spirits are moft like unco che devil,and oftemiec 
times they are executioners of che wrath anflira 
vengeance of God; neverthele{s they do oftesptd | 
times al{o admonith and warne us, and do watdtdh 
over us and defend us from many dangers, .ankes | 
{ometimes do deliver fome from prifon, and df 
ford to. men many orher helps. 

Wherefore fuch menas are burdened and 
verwhelmed with grief and forrowful Imaginamo 
tins, are not to be left alone, but ought to biltke 
entertained with various and pleafant difcourleh 
which may delight their mindes, and expel cheif 
forrow:The Devils likewile are in thefe cafes nal 
idlesbut as bulie as thofe terrene Spirits,8¢ do ed 
ly tempt fuch kinde of men, From hence it comes 
to pafs., that fome people, efpecially women in 
child-bed,have been {0 oppreffed in the night in) 
cnet 
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thwneit fleepe, thar they have thought chemfelves 
oyo be as it were ftrangled, neitner could they 
gigoftibly cry out, or call any helpe, but in che 
wMorning have reported that they were Ridden 
ajyahag: And they are {till accounted-ro. be 
twitches, or Inchanters rhat do this; whereas 
wineit bodies ‘cannot poffibly enter into the 
-ambers,where the doores and Windowes are 
ange sbuc the Sylphes and Nymp/es eafily can, 
/O chou of little faith! as doubrful as Peter, 
iho fuffereft thy felf co be tofled with every 
qinde, and arc eafily drowned: thou thy felf are 
hecaufe hereof, by reafon of thy lirtle,dubions, 
remitd weake faith ; alfo thy evil thoughts do draw 
Wheeunto this: Thou haft alfoin chy felf a fe- 
enfiet Magnes that arcra&eth every like. This is

There are 
afuit| two caufes chiefly why creatures are fo greedily 
y tit}fonght after by men, The firft is che Coverou% 
onnijnels of chem who thirft after riches; & the other, 
ngetjthat thofe places where the treafures aremicht be 
lubjafierwards made habitable,fecure, fafe, and quiet 
thefiftom being infefted or molefted with fuch Spi- 
tionjrits. For chere are at this day many ancient 
rsothoufes and Caftles which are inhabirable, by 
eektheafon of thefe kinde of Spirits: and the chiefe 
reredeaufe thereof is, that there are great treafures 
hiciiiid about thefe places. Inthofe places where 
pthdtich things happen,ic is chiefly neceffary that 
of iietear care be taken in the digging thereabont ; 
I otftiot fo much for the money and treafure, as that 
reoithe place may again be made quiet and habitable, 
|When any one goeth about this worke with 
uceitilicent digging, one of thefe things common- 
1onty happens ; either the treafure is found, or

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carried deeper inthe earth, or removed by thi 
keepers to fome other place ; as vifions in pur 
Chriftals have often fhewn, and as they hag 
roldthe diggers : Inow fee many Pygmies, tay.
